formed ioto perfect young tree-frogs, 
which in turn seek suitable places foi 
establishing their own little lakelets.

We boarded the O unard steamer, 
Carmaina at her dock at 7:30 a. 
m. 
August 13. 
We backed out of the 
dock'at 8:33 a .m ., being three miu 
utos late, which is nearer to schedule 
tim e than most of the trains we left 
on. 
After boarding, we put our hand 
baggage in our stateroom , and went 
on deck to seo the hurry and bustle 
of parting friends.

there was a concert for the benefit of 
the sailors orphan home by volunteers 
among the passeugers, among them 
being the “ Em pire Comedy A .” The 
saloon was crowded. 
A Japanese who 
is in the marine engineering service 
of Japan, gave a . comic recital and 
Japanese songs. 
Lemonade and cakes 
were served, 
and a collection taken. 
There are eight to ten C alifornians 
aboard, and q u ite a num ber of pass­ 
engers are going to the D ublin ex ­ 
position. 
Sunday there was religious 
services iu the saioou, the ship crew 
attending; also services among ’the 
third class passengers.

parts.

THE SEA HEDGEHOG. 


It Will Swallow Air Until It Swells 
Into Invulnerability. 
Of fishes a large number are pro­ 
tected from hostile attack by a cov­ 
ering of prickles. 
By far the most 
curious examples are the globeflshes 
or “sea hedgehogs” of the Atlantic 
and Indo-Paciflc oceans. 
The extreme 
length of the globeflsh is something 
less than two feet. 
It has thick lips 
and goggle eyes, which give It the ap­ 
pearance of a good natured country­ 
man. 
Courage it seems to lack, and 
one might suppose that such a ’ sim­ 
pleton would fall an easy prey to the 
first shark or dogfish it encountered. 
Yet the globeflsh is able to take care 
?f itself. 
It never under any circum­ 
stances attacks the enemy, yet Is al­ 
ways ready to receive him in a suit­ 
able m anner should he provoke hostil­ 
ities. 
Let us suppose th at a shoal of globe- 
fishes is swimming tranquilly In the 
clear waters when it is suddenly sur­ 
prised by a hungry shark. 
Of course 
the little fellows scuttle hither and 
thither in uncontrollable alarm. 
Bui 
the shark, poising himself upon his 
powerful tall, leisurely singles out one 
of the fleeing globeflshes and sets out 
in pursuit. 
Now, although the globe­ 
flsh is a good swimmer, it is no match 
for the shark. 
The chase is in every 
way unequal and can have but one 
ending. 
Within a few minutes of 'its 
commencement the shark must over­ 
take the globeflsh. 
But the quarry Is 
well aw are of its danger. 
I t makes a 
bee line for the surface and as soon as 
It gets there begins to take In great 
gulps of air. 
Theu a strange thing happens. 
The 
fish th a t only a moment before was 
thin aud small begins to grow stouter 
and stouter until, like the frog in the 
fable, It seems In danger of bursting. 
It stops inflating Itself, however, just 
in time to avert this catastrophe. 
But 
Its skin has become as taut as a drum­ 
head, and the whole of its body is cov­ 
ered with sharp, erect prickles. I t has 
become a sea hedgehog, and the hun­ 
gry shark which comes surging through 
the w ater dares not touch It, but turns 
tall in search of something more eata­ 
ble. 
Of course the globeflsh was cov­ 
ered with prickles all the time, but in 
periods of tranquillity these lie com­ 
fortably along Its sides, ju st as do 
those of the hedgehog. 
Unlike Its 
land 
prototype, 
however, 
the 
sea 
hedgehog is unprovided with a special 
muscle for erecting Its prickles, so 
when danger threatens it has recourse 
to the mechanical method of Inflating 
the whole body with air or with w a­ 
ter if it cannot reach the surface 
quickly.—Scientific American. 
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RAILROAD WRECKERS. ^ 


More Strenuous W orkers Than Fire 
Fignters In Big Cities. 
The career of the wrecker on a big 
railroad is like that of a fireman lu 
the fire department of a big city, only 
more strenuous. 
Like the fireman, the 
wrecker Is on duty every second day 
and night, and, like the fireman, the 
wrecker braves blizzards and sleet 
storms, often facing hardships and 
cruel suffering and even death for 
the saving of life and property. 
But 
whereas even In emergency the fire­ 
man never covers an area greater than 
the most populous section of a city—the 
line traversed by the wrecker covers n 
hundred or more miles—and whereas 
the fireman is In touch with at least 
such comforts as he may snatch while 
on his feet, not infrequently the wreck­ 
er is landed In the heart of a wilder­ 
ness miles and miles from the nearest 
town, and the pangs of hunger aro 
added to privation. 
Sometimes when a big wreck has 
happened and cars and engines are 
piled high on crushed and mangled 
bodies the wrecker is rushed through 
darkness and snowdrift to work from 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours with­ 
out even a chance to take his cap off, 
and just as his “job” is nearly complet­ 
ed along comes another alarm that 
sends him sixty or seventy miles in an 
opposite direction, where box cars and 
coal cars have heaped themselves thir­ 
ty feet high, paralyzing^ the road and 
costing thousands of dollars’ worth of 
loss In time and prestige almost every 
hour. 
Despite these hardships, the danger, 
the excitement and the bustle of the 
work endear It to the men.—A. W. 
Rolker In Appleton’s.

The G reatest Literary Treasure That 
the World Has Loat.

This collection, the most remarkable* 
of the ancient world, is said to have 
contained iu its most flourishing period 
400,000 or, according to others, 700,­ 
000 manuscripts.

We are told th at one 
of his successors went so far as to re­ 
fuse to supply the Athenians with 
w heat until they had given him the 
original 
manuscripts 
of 
.Eschylus. 
Sophocles and Euripides. 
When Ju ­ 
lius Caesar laid siege to the city the 
greater portion of this library, was de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
It was later replaced 
by the collection presented to Queen 
Cleopatra by Mark Antony. 
B ut it 
w as 
not destined to 
endure long. 
When the Emperor Theodosius the 
G reat in 391 A. D. ordered the destruc­ 
tion of all heathen temples within the 
Roman empire, the Christians, led by 
the Archbishop Theophilus, did not 
spare th at of Jupiter, in which were 
kept the literary treasures. From this 
general destruction about 4,000 manu­ 
scripts escaped, only to be burned in 
640 by Saracens under the Caliph 
Omar.—Argonaut.

STAMMERING. 
Caused More Often by Habit Than by 
Defective Vocal Organs. 
“Stammering is often more the re­ 
sult of habit than from any defect of 
the vocal organs,” says an authority. 
"It is generally, if not always, caused 
by a spasm of the larynx, resulting 
from nervous contraction of the or­ 
gans, thus refusing to permit a proper 
flow of the air current producing tone. 
People rarely or never stammer when 
singing, for then the attention Is di­ 
vided between words and music, the 
nervousness Is momentarily forgotten 
and the passage of the air current 
through the larynx is continuous and 
unobstructed. 
“Stammering very often Is the re­ 
sult of imitation, sometimes intention­ 
al, sometimes unconscious, and the af­ 
fliction is much more general than 
might be supposed. In one compara­ 
tively small section of the city there 
are thirty-five stammerers, and every 
one of them is able to demonstrate to 
his own satisfaction uot only that he 
does not stammer very badly, but that 
some other person he knows stammers 
a great deal worse than himself. 
Every stammerer is intensely sensitive 
about his infirmity, rarely forgives and 
never does forget auy allusion to it 
which In his mind savors of ridicule.”— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat 


Its Fire and Its Girdle Cakes.

ADMISSION DAY CELEBRATION. 


A Large Crowd in Attendance, and 
Interesting Exercises. 


Admission day, Monday, September 
9th, was intended to t>9 the biggest 
gala time ever witnessed in Jackson. 
H would probably have turned out 
that way had it falleu iuto the right 
hands as far as the management is 
concerned, and been couduoted in the 
spirit of fairness and impartiality 
that should always characterize such 
affairs. That it was uot so managed, 
however, was not the fault of the 
geueral puoiio, but ot a small coterie 
who tried to steer it iu the uurrow 
groves of prejudice and spite. 
The main feature of the celebration, 
outside of the dancing platform, was 
the procession, and the attempt to 
decorate the streets aud buildings. A 
string of electric lights was installed 
in the center ot Main stret from the 
north btidge to the National hotel. 
Strings ot streamers were placed 
across tbs street at intervals of twenty 
feet so, with different colors of small 
pieces of bunting, and priuted Native 
Sous emblems, bearing the words. 
“ N. S. G. W. Welcome” This was 
intended as a geueral welcome to all 
comers, of coarse, whether born* in 
this or any other state or county. 
Some of the buildings were artistical­ 
ly decoiatted, foremost among them 
being the Gem saloon and the Gari­ 
baldi saloon, the National hotel 
and bank. 
Most places were con­ 
tent with a moderate display of the 
California colors aud a flag or two, 
and some displayed only the Ameri­ 
can flag, which embraces in its sacred 
folds all the states without sectional 
distinctions. The offer of ten dollars 
tor tile best decorated building creat­ 
ed little rivalry. But as a whole the 
city look quite attractive to the 
stranger from whichever direction he 
entered. 
Ibe proo33siou was formed at 10:30, 
under the marshalsbip of Lawrence 
Burke.with the following aids—W. M. 
Arnick, A. 
Grillo, D. tielari, L. 
White, May ltose, Kate Garbarini, 
Winnie Dufrene Mrs, E. V. Zumbiel. 
It was arranged m about the follow­ 
ing order: 
1. Native Sons band of Sacramento, 
of fifteen pieces, furnishing strong 
and exceileut music. 
Nativo Sons 
aud Daughters of Sutter Creek parlors 
about thirty strong. 
Native Daugh­ 
ters ot Ursula parlor, 23 in Dumber; 
N. S. G. W. Excelsior parlor, 46 iu 
number. Float “ California” drawn 
by four horses abreast. 
Miss Julia 
Ginocohio represented the golden 
state, witb cornucopia aud an infant 
reposing in the lap of plenty, and a 
stuffed bear, all decked in yellow and 
gold, and very nicely gotten up. It 
was greeted with cheers all along the 
line. This float was gotten up by ihe 
Native Sons. 'The Native Uaughtors’ 
float was equally well designed, with 
four black botses, Mis3 Aunie Fero- 
vich representing Minerva. The float 
was 
decorated 
witb 
California 
poppies, arranged tastily and giving a 
most pleasing effect. 
The crowas 
cheered this design to the echo. The 
Aj O. U. D. of Jackion followed 31 
in number. The Italian Society aud 
the Austrian Benevolent Society, over 
100 strong constituted 
by far the 
largest part of the pedestrians in 
line. 
A float of Oro Fino Circle 
Companions of the forest came next. 
The military company ot Unifoim 
Bank K. of P. in uniform aud num­ 
bering 17 was among the more notice­ 
able features executing various ma- 
inivers duiing the march. A float by 
the Social and Athletic Club was in­ 
tended we presume to be tilled with 
the membsrs of that organization, in­ 
stead it was set apart to bear the 
pioneers. 
Then came carriages, con­ 
taining notable pioneers. 
Of these 
we noticed Mr and Mrs Jas. Meehan 
Mrs Buffington, Mrs Abramofsky aud 
Mrs 
Froelich, 
also the veteran 
miner and old timer Charley Peters, 
togged out iu ’49 costume and W. F. 
Peek. A carriage bearing the officers 
of the day completed the t urnout. 
An innovation from the usual plan 
was the bolding of the literary 
exercises in the afternoon. 
This was 
a good move, as it avoided all the 
hurry and rush to get through by the 
noon hour. The exercises were held 
iu front of the Amador Bank, on a 
platform erected specially for that 
purpose. J. Jacks of Calaveras was 
presideut of the day. 
Kev. Father 
Kennedy chaplain, with singing by 
the choir and music by the band 
interspersed. 
The orator was L. F. 
Byington ot San Francisco. 
It was 
next to impossible to catoh more 
lhan a sentence here and there of his 
oration, notwithstanding be spoke in 
a fairly strong voice. The din of sub­ 
dued voices and shuffling of feet pre­ 
vented the hearing of the spoaker on 
the opposite side of the street. His 
talk was principally ot California and 
the native sons organization. 
He 
kept the attention ot the audience 
trom beginuing to end. 
The prize for the best float was 
awarded to the Native Daughters float 
Minerva, 810. 
For the be3t decorated building the 
National hotel carried off the honor, 
and the award, 810. 
For the most original get off in the 
Horribles parade, the dry goods box 
marked “ Webb building” was deem­ 
ed entitled to the premium, 85. The 
vehicle was driven by L. Newman 
and Geo. Folger represented Webb. 
Thu athletic contests in Ihe after­ 
noon were on a very limited scale. 
There was a boys’ race tor a prize of 
32 won by Wallace Potter of Ply­ 
mouth, and 81 for second prize fell to 
Marion Galvin. A girls’ race for like 
prizes, was captured by Violet Love; 
second prize Julia Foppiauo. 
A 
doukey raoe for 81.50 wou by G. 
Savage; aad pole valting 85 wou by 
Whitney Bust concluded this feature, 
i'ha Horribles took possession of the 
street at 4 o’clock. 
it was a limited 
affair, the only thing that attracted 
notice was the burlesque of the Webb 
building aud the editor ot the 
Ledger. *lt seemed to amuse two or 
ihree townspeople immensely, 
but 


the «tliers couldn’t see its import or 
appropriateness. 
it is reported tbat I tie participants 
in this feature were lined expressly 
tor tbat purpose. But whether soj or 
uot makes no difference. 
The man­ 
agement sanctioned it by permitting 
it, and therefore must bear the odium. 
A scart drill participated in by 20 
yonng ladies under the tuition cf Mrs 
Winning, was gone through ou the 
open platform at 7 :3U, and was one of 
the prettiest features of the day. 
This was followed by an electrical 
float parade, consisting of the floats 
of the morning procession, the Native 
daughters, the Uniform Bank and a 
drum corp of eight young ladies, 
drilled for the occasion bv H. E. 
Kay. 
A grand ball in the evening on the 
large platform adjoining brought the 
celebration to a close. 
Music was 
furnished by Fattou Jb ¡Springer's 
orchestra of Lodi. The platform was 
crowded to its utmost capacity, and 
daucing was kept up till 4 a. m. 
The business men appear to have 
been satisfied with the celebration 
from a financial standpoint. 
Borne 
places did a very profitable trade; and 
altogether it came np to expectations. 
From the committee’s standpoint 
according to all rnmors, there is a 
defloit. It is proposed to try to play 
even by giving dances on the plat­ 
form. 


Accident at the Standard 
Electric Plant. 
An accideut, involving a very seri 
ous loss from a financial point, oc­ 
curred at the Standard Electric power 
plant at Electra on Tnesdav evening. 
Une of the buckets of the large water 
wheel Droko, and t>'e lesultaut dis­ 
turbance in the distribution ot the 
power caused thereny wa3 the uuder- 
lying cause of mischief. Three of the 
seven dynamos were put out ot com­ 
mission, amoug them being the two 
large machines. 
One of tho latter 
was burned out completely aud is 
about a total loss. 
The other wes 
badly "damaged, but can be repatred. 
There was a lively display of fireworks 
while tifo power was being shut off 
from the water wheels. 
This caunot 
bo done instantly, as the sudden 
shutting of the gates thereby throw­ 
ing the pressure upon the pipe line, 
would inevitably lead to disaster. 
Fortunately not a man ou the pre­ 
mises was injured during the exciting 
time of the trouble. 
Other dynamos 
were started, and the curreut was 
again furnishing power in about half 
an hour after the accident. 
The damage is variously estimated, 
but will undoubtedly run up to formi­ 
dable figures. 
The large dynamos 
cannot be replaced on this coast. 
The plaut is muniug to its capacity 
with the reserve machines. 
One of 
the big machines that was damaged 
oau be lestored to working order in a 
few days. 
G. H. Bragg, former 
superintendent of the plant, came up 
from San Fiaucisco Weduesday to 
look into the matter. 
It is conceded 
that the disaster was unavoidable, 
and no blame attaches to the em­ 
ployes therefor. 
N 
Some idea of the destructive force 
exerted may be gaiued when we state 
that the broken bucket of the water 
wheel weighed 400 pounds-. 
The 
wheel was going at a speed of 400 re­ 
volutions per minute. The iron hood 
that covered the wheel bolted to a 
massive concrete foundation, was 
twisted at one end like paper, and 
castiron piate3 1}£ inches thick were 
snapped in several places. Pieces of 
iron were hurled iu all directions, 
and it is miraculous that no one was 
hurt by the flying missies. The iron 
hood may be seen at Garbarini Bros, 
machine shop, where if has been re­ 
moved to be repaiied. 
Since tho accident'all the quartz 
mills ot the county operating by elec­ 
tric power have been compelled to 
close a portion of each day. 
These 
include the Z9iia, Kennedy, Central 
Eureka, Bunker Hill and Fremont. 
From six o’olook p. m. until ten or 
after the close down is on. 
That is 
the time when the heavy travel is on 
in the street railroads in the citi«3. 
It is hoped that in a day or two the 
plaut will be in condition to carry 
all the business the same as before 
the mishap, although considerable 
time must elapse before tbe-damage 
can he fully overcome. 


The I. and E. Railroad. 
John Baggio, the receiver appointed 
by the superior court to take charge 
of the 1. and K. Koad has, returned 
to Stockton, having placed in charge 
a gentleman named McPherson trom 
San Francisco. 
The expenses ot the 
road are beiug cut down wherever 
practicable. The number ot employes 
is beiug reduced, 
it is believed that 
the foreclosure suit will be pressed to 
a determination as soon a3 ¡possible, 
aud that the road will permanently 
change hands. 
Tho parties who aro 
interested in the suit, or some of 
them, are also interested in the ex­ 
tension of tho road from Valley 
Spring to the timber belt above West 
Poiut iu Calaveras couuty. 
it was 
thought that by extending the Ama­ 
dor line, the timber region of Cala­ 
veras might also bo reached, aud that 
the double line might thereby bo 
avoided. 
This, however, is uot pro­ 
bable, as-tbe timber on both sides of 
the Mokelumne river, cannot be 
marketed by one road, ou account of 
tbe engineering difficulties tbat would 
be encountered. So that whether the 
disposal of our looal liue will ba3teu 
or indefinitely postpone the proposed 
extension to the Amador timber 
region is still undetermined. 


T. J. tiynn, of the detective force 
of Oakland, arrived in Sutter Creek 
Satuiday evening un official business 
and returned Monday. He came after 
Louis Mouteverdi who had ben arrest­ 
ed by constable Tuttle on the strength 
of a telegram trom the authorities in 
Uakland charging him, under th8 new 
law, with failure to support his wife.

Although there does not seem to be 
anything in common betw een pugilism 
and railroad rules, yet th e adoption of 
the fam iliar bell rope th at stretches 
through every car of the modern train 
w as the result of a fistic encounter. At 
the sam e tim e and by the issue of the 
sam e com bat the suprem acy of the con­ 
ductor in railroad travel w as ordained. 
I t w as Philadelphia w hich gave both 
to the world. 
One of th e oldest railroads in the 
country is the Philadelphia, W ilming­ 
ton and Baltim ore, now known as the 
Philadelphia, Baltim ore and W ashing­ 
ton, w hich w as opened in 1837. 
The 
term inus in Philadelphia w as a t Broad 
and Prim e streets—Prim e street now 
being known as W ashington avenue— 
and a fter crossing the Schuylkill river 
| t G ray’s F erry the route ran along the 
D elaw are river on w hat is now the 
Chester line of the R eading railw ay. 
The first schedule contained one pas­ 
senger train, w hich w ent to Baltim ore 
one day and came back the next, w hich 
w as considered a rem arkable feat in 
rapid travel. W hen a train a day each 
w ay w as placed in service the people 
of the tw o citic3 served concluded th a t 
the acme of convenience in transporta­ 
tion had been reached. 
N ext to the president of the railroad 
the m ost im portant functionaries w ere 
the engineer and conductor. 
I t w as a 
question w hether or not the head of 
(he line w as not considered a subsidi­ 
ary officer in popular estim ation to the 
men who ran the train, but R obert 
Fogg, who pulled the throttle, and 
John Wolf, w ho collected fares, won 
the deference of the public because of 
♦heir high and responsible duties. 
Fogg, an Englishm an, had all the 
tenacity of opinion of his race. 
Wolf, 
an American, had the ingenuity of the 
Yankee and, seeing the need of some 
method by w hich he could communi­ 
cate w ith the engineer, devised the 
schem e of running a cord through the 
cars to the locomotive. As the engine 
was a wood burner, W olf fastened one 
end of the cord to a log, w hich was 
placed on the engineer’s seat and w as 
pulled to th e floor w hen the conductor 
desired to signal for a stop. 
Fogg resented w h at he considered an 
Interference w ith his rights on the 
platform of the locomotive and on the 
first run out from Broad and Prim e 
streets w ith the new device paid no 
heed to the displacem ent of the log 
from the seat w hen the conductor de­ 
sired to take on a passenger from a 
farm near G ray’s Ferry, but sped on 
over the bridge and did not deign to 
bring his engine to a stop until Blue 
Bell station, on the south side of the 
Schuylkill, had been reached. 
Then 
he demnnded to know of W olf why he 
had been jerking th a t log all about the 
locomotive. 
W olf hotly declared th a t he had sig­ 
naled to stop, but Fogg retorted th a t 
he would stop w hen and w here he 
pleased and that, too, w ithout any ref­ 
erence to orders from the conductor, 
whom he did not regard as his superior 
in th e m anagem ent of the train. 
The 
altercation grew very heated, and W olf 
invited the engineer from the cab to 
settle the m atter, and the challenge 
w as quickly accepted. 
Passengers and a group of men who 
had gathered a t the station to see the 
train come in form ed a ring about the 
com batants, but the fight did not last 
long, as W olf proved by fa r the su­ 
perior artist w ith his fists and w ith 
a few blows m ade it alm ost im possible 
for the engineer to see sum ciently to 
complete his run, but Fogg adm itted 
th a t he had been fairly beaten, and the 
suprem acy of the conductor on a train 
w as settled for all time. 
As the log signal w as crude and In­ 
effective, W olf devised the use of a 
bell on the locomotive, and this m ethod 
w as soon adopted by all of th e Am er­ 
ican railroads. 
Then a code of sig­ 
nals w as adopted, and these rem ain 
practically to this day. 
The only 
change In the bell cord is th a t by use 
of the air from th e brake system a 
w histle has superseded the bell In the 
locomotive cab.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


GUM ARABIC. 


The 
Two 
Classes, 
Amberlike 
and 
Bleached, and Their Uses. 
Gum arabic, w hich form s one of the 
more 
Im portant 
m inor 
exports 
of | 
Egypt, is really the sap from a special 
kind of tree w hich grows from three 
to five yards in height, whole forests of 
w hich are found In the K ordofan prov­ 
ince and also near Gedid, in the W hite 
Nile province. 
The natives are free 
to collect the gum. 
The season during 
which the trees yield their sap runs 
from Decem ber to May. P rior to gath­ 
ering the crop the natives prepare the 
trees by slightly cutting the bark in 
pum erous places. 
The sap then ex­ 
udes, solidifies in the shape of large 
and sm all lum ps and is afterw ard gath­ 
ered by hand, such gathering being 
done before th e rainy season com­ 
mences. 
There are tw o m ain classes of gum— 
am berlike and bleached. 
In the latter 
the gum is merely exposed to the 
stroug action of the sun—generally in 
O m durm an—w hile in the form er in­ 
stance it is allowed to retain its n at­ 
ural am ber color. 
The confectionery 
trade is perhaps the principal purchas­ 
er of gum arabic, though a very large 
num ber of other industries—chemical 
works, printing and dyeing mills, let­ 
te r press printers and so on—are inter­ 
ested in this product of S u d an —Chica­ 
go News.

CHESS CLOCKS. 


There Are Specially Constructed Ones 
Used In the Game. 
Hourglasses, 
or sandglasses, 
were 
form erly used for the purpose of m eas­ 
uring tim e a t chess m atches, but now 
specially constructed clocks are in gen­ 
eral use for this purpose. These clocks 
consist of tw o clocks m ounted on a ¡ 
common base, which moves on a pivot, I 
the tw o clocks therefore being ou the ■ 
arm s of a sort of seesaw. The beam, 
or base, is so constructed th a t when 
one clock is elevated It stands perfect­ 
ly perpendicular, while the depressed 
clock lies over a t an angle, but as the 
m echanism of each clock Is so con­ 
structed th a t it only moves w hen the 
clock is perfectly perpendicular It fol­ 
lows th a t w hen the upright clock is 
going the depressed clock is a t test. 
Another and more modern variety 
has the tw o clocks fixed on the sam e 
level, but w ith a sm all brass arm 
reaching from the top of one to the top 
of the other. This arm acts on a pivot 
and can be brought down into actual 
contact w ith one clock a t a tim e by a 
touch of the finger. W hen It Is thus in 
contact by an ingenious device the 
clock is stopped and the desired result 
is attained. The w orking of the clock 
during a m atch Is sim plicity itself. At 
the com m encem ent of the m atch the 
hands of each clock point to 12. Then 
at the call of “tim e to commence play” 
the clock of the first player Is started; 
then as soon as he m akes his first 
move he stops his own clock either by 
depressing it or by touching the arm 
referred to, the sam e motion starting 
his opponent’s clock. 
So it goes on 
during the entire course of the game, 
each move being m arked by the stop­ 
ping of one clock and the startin g of 
the other.

Check 
Letter Test 
on 
United 
States Currency. 
The U nited States governm ent prints 
Its currency and num bers Its bills in a 
series of four, so th a t every piece of 
paper money turned out bears one of 
the check letters—A, B, C, D. One of 
these letters is alw ays found in tw o 
•places on a U nited States bill, In the 
upper left haud corner and in the low­ 
er right hand corner. The placing of 
the letter on the bill is not determ ined 
by the num ber of the bill. The rule is 
to divide the last tw o figures on the 
note by four. Should the rem ainder be 
one, the check letter m ust be A; should 
It be two, the check letter Is B; three, 
the check letter Is C, and nothing, the 
letter D. 
For example, I have before me a 
five dollar certificate. Its num ber is 
81489730. The term inal num ber is 30. 
Divide by four. 
The result is seven 
w ith tw o over. The check letter is B. 
H ere is a yellow back gold certificate 
w ith tw enty-three as its term inal num ­ 
ber. Divide this by four, and we have 
five w ith three over. 
C is the check 
letter. 
Should this rule of four fall to w ork 
on any U nited States currency note 
you m ay bet all you have th a t the 
money Is bad'. Some counterfeited bills 
are right to their check letters, but a ! 
great m any are not so If the rule of 
four works. The bill m ay be still bad, 
bu t if It doesn’t it Is surely bad. This 
rule applies only to U nited States cur­ 
rency and not to national bank notes. 
—M inneapolis Journal.
